From various 
locations throughout the building, a stu- 
dent may look up any topic, title, or 
author on a computerized card catalog. 
This system also enables students to use 
a key word search to identify the chap- 
ters and page numbers of their research 
topics. 

In addition to technological 
improvements, the library received a large 


portion of an 80,000 book donation to 
several schools by Cities in Schools 
National. The books, all published by 
Penguin, have cut down on the library’s 
costs. "The school system does not 
appropriate enough money for the 
needed library materials," said librarian 
Marjorie Clark. The extra money will go 
into buying new encyclopedias and other 
reference materials. 

Also new in the library will be twelve 
computer workstations for accessing vari- 
ous programs. These additions will 
make research quicker and easier for 
students and teachers. Though keeping 
up with constantly changing technology 
is a challenge, such technology will 
greatly benefit the school population as 
it progresses toward a technologically- 
advanced world.
